Herbert L, Oakes, pre- 
sident of Dorsey, com- 
mented that the acquisi- 
tion of Polyco represents a 
product diversification for 
Dorsey’s plastic container 
subsidiary. William C, 
Connor, president of Al- 
ycon, said that this sale 
was in accordance with Al- 
con’s stated policy to di- 
vest itself of its interest 
in the plastic container bu-

Mr. Jordon pointed out 
that the National Director 
of Selective Service states 
that Congress has not ap- 
propriated sufficient funds 
to staff all local boards on 
a full-time basis, 


is the second reduction on

sure -- such as anti-ra- 
bies, antitoxin, booste) 
vaccination, botulin anti- 
toxin, tetanus or immune 
globulin, ‘‘Immunization 
against such diseases as 
polio, diptheria, and small 
pox are not covered by 
Medicare,’’ Scott empha~ 
sized, 

Drugs are covered by 
Medicare only if they are 
the type which could not be 
self-administered, Such 
drugs are usually admin- 
istered through injections 
by the physician or his 
nurse under the physician’s 
supervision, These injec- 
tions are covered even if 
required on a _ continued 
basis, If the injection is 
usually self-administered 
such as insulin, Medicare 
does not cover it, Neither 
prescription nor regular 
drugs are covered by Me- 
dicare except those rout- 
inely administered by the 
hospital to patients, accor- 
ding to Scott, 

Iron lungs, oxygen tents, 
hospital chairs, and wheel 
chairs may be covered by 
Medicare, Such durable 
medical equipment must be 
prescribed by the physician

High Heat Disposes 


Of Municipal Waste 
By Reducing to Slag 


A practical solution for 
refuse disposal has been at- 
tained in the new $1.8 mililon 
solid waste conversion facil- 
ity operational trials in Or- 
chard Park, New York. 

Named Torrax, it is a joint 
venture by The Carborundum 
Company of Niagara Falls, 
N. Y., and A. BE. Anderson 
Construction Corporation of 
Buffalo. The New York State 
Department of Environmen- 
tal Conservation and the 
American Gas Association 
are also participating. The 
project is sponsored by the 
Erie County New York and 
the Federal government. 

The project demonstrates 
the capability of a high py- 
rolyzation system to convert 
mixed combustible and non- 
combustible municipal refuse 
into an inert residue. The 
Torrax system is designed to 
convert mixed municipal 
refuse—metal, glass and gar- 
bage—by completely consum- 
ing combustible material and 
melting non-combustible ma- 
terial at temperatures up to 
8,000 degrees F. 

The operation requires no 
sorting or pretreatment of 
the refuse nor will it cause 
any unacceptable secondary 
pollution,

It’s amazing what a lit- 
tle ping pong match has 
done to this nation’s safe 
and sensible policy toward 
Communist China, 

The Nixon Adminis- 
tration suddenly is ready 
to welcome this outlaw na- 
tion with open arms, just 
as? if she were ready at 
last to join the civilized 
world, 

What, after all, has ac- 
tually happened? Red Chi- 
na has allowed a few ping 
pong players and a few 
journalists to have a look 
inside the Bamboo Curtain, 
In the cases of a couple of 
the ‘American players, 
their thinking was as far 
off as their game. 

The mere fact that Com- 
munist China, for her own 
well - conceived reasons, 
might possibly wanttohave

In fact, the Nixon Ad- 
ministration is playing with 
fire when it talks about a 
new China policy, complete 
with lifting the travel ban 
on Americans visiting that 
country and a revival of 
trade, 

Notwithstanding the fact 
that Red China continues to 
supply arms to North Viet- 
nam and thereby contri- 
butes to the deaths of Am- 
erican soldiers, the anti- 
American slogans issued 
during Mao Tse-tung’s re- 
cent May Day Celebration 
were anything but friendly 
to the United States, 

“U.S, imperialism is do- 
omed to defeat, no matter 
what frenzied struggles 
it may put up,’’ Chairman 
Mao said to the masses on 
May Day. 

He called on ‘‘all peace- 
loving countries and peo- 
ples who are subject to 
control, in- 


U, S, imperialism and so- 
cial-imperialism to unite 
and resolutely oppose the 
power policies of the twe 
superpowers (United Sta- 
tes and Soviet Union),’’ 

Naturally, Peking sup- 
ports this country’s anti- 
war rabble, many of whom 
openly confess to being 
Mao-Marxists, On April 
25, Chinese Prime Min- 
ister ‘Chou En-lai, a but- 
cher in his own right, con- 
gratulated “‘the revolution- 
ary storm of the American 
people’s struggle against 
the Nixon Administration’s 
policy of aggression and 
war,”’ 

That is what the Chinese 
“ommunist Party of the 
‘People’s Republic of China 
says. Of course, ithasa 
membership of about two 
percent of the country’s 
700 million people, but it 
is the only voice allowed 
to be heard, 

That is what the ensla- 
ver of 700 million minds 
and bodies says. Does she 
talk like she wants to be 
friends with the United Sta- 
tes? Forget what she says, 
for a moment, and look at 
what she does, 

She supplies the major- 
ity of North Vietnam’s 
small arms--those items 
Hanoi cannot get from the 
Soviet Union--to keep them 
in the war against the Uni- 
‘ted States, 

She spreads her own spe- 
cial deadly brand of gueril- 
la-type warfare in Latin 
America, largely through 
Fidel Castro’s Cuba, She 
sends instructors into the 
Middle East to train Arab 


guerilla fighters in terror _ 


tactics and floods the area 
with propaganda aimed at 
the destruction of Israel, 

She takes care of and 
Supports Cambodian 
Prince Sihanouk. a tyrant 
who was deposed by his own 
people and wnu seeks to 
return to the job, 

She has waged war ag- 
ainst the United States and 
the United Nations in 
Korea, invaded India twice, 
liquidated the pupularion of 
little Tibet, and conducted 
subversion in troubled Af- 
wican states, 

On the basis of what she 
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says and does, Red China 
has given no indication that 
she wants to work in peace 
with anybody. If she looks 
favorably toward Ameri- 
ca, and there is little sig- 
nificant evidence that she 
does, it can only be in 
furtherance of her own de- 
signs for world conquest 
and our eventual destruc- 
tion, 


This is the season for 
attacking institutions - - 
those things which have 
been around for a long time 
and are generally credited 
with making ours the great 
nation that it is today. 

Institutions are usually 
“Things”, but J. Edgar 
Hoover, the long-time head 
of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, is probably 
as close to an institution 
as a mortal being can be. 

That,makes him the log~ 
ical target of the Radical 
Left, which has learned to 
substitute noise and pro- 
fanity for reason and in- 
telligence. Along with thc 
Army, the Flag, the Presi- 
dent, and a few other “‘Es- 
tablishment”’ symbols, the 
FBI and its chief are now 
on the ‘‘Bad Guy’’ list of 
leftist forces in the coun- 
try. 

The current campaign to 
oust Hoover has the smell 
of conspiracy to it. First, 
Senator George McGovern, 
who is doing some early 
campaigning for the Pres- 
idency and rarely says 
anything worth seriously 
considering, took a verbal 
shot at Director Hoover, 

Now, anyone whohas fol- 
lowed the antics of the jun- 
lor Senator from South Da- 
kota, knows that he culti- 
vates the friendship and 
admiration of the foulest 
kind of anti-American 
street rabble, 

Many of these people 
burn, bomb, attack police, 
and advocate the overthrow 
of the Government -- all of 
which invites FBI surveil- 
lance of their activities, 

Senator McGovern does~ 
n’t like this, and neither 
does Senator Edmund 
Muskie, who also sees 
some politcal gain in court- 
ing the mob, They don’t 
like to be followed by the 
FBI, even though they know 
the kind of company ‘they 
are keeping. There’s a 
simple solution to their 
problem, but politics evi- 
dentally overrides reason 
in this case, 

Almost immediately fol- 
lowing McGovern’s attack, 
J. Edgar Hoover and the 
activities of the FBI be- 
came the subjects of edi. 
torials and commentary on 
television and in news— 
papers, periodicals and 
magazines, 

The liberal apologists, 
their friends in the news 
media, fanatical civil lib- 
ertarians, and the usual 
gevden variety anti-Goy- 
¢-<* ment crowd came out of 
"he woodwork accusing 
Hoover of ‘‘Gestapo’’ tact- 
ics and a variety of other 
crimes, 

House Majority Leader 
Hale Boggs couldn’t resist 
the action and accused the 
FBI of tapping his telephone 
conversations and de- 
manded that Hoover resign, 

Boggs’ charges were 
completely unsubstantiac- 
ed, and even the telephone 
company denied his char- 
ges, along with the FBI, 
of course, The egg was 
clearly on the face of Mr. 
Boggs, 

It is regrettable that jea- 
lous and politically moti- 
vated people are attacking 
one of the most highly re- 
spected public officials in 
the history of this nation, 
He has run his department 
at a level of efficiancy and 
On a non-political basis 
that no other department 
of Government ever has or 
ever will match, 

Since he became direct- 
or of the FBIin1924, Hooy- 
er has made that organiza- 
tion the most highly re- 
spected criminal investi- 
gative agency in the world,

cord In tracking down over- 
lords of organized crime 
and subversives in this 
country, 

Since we are entering an- 
other age of permissive- 
ness, in which subversive

Producers have to cer- 
tify their compliance under 
they 1971 set-aside farm 
programs, Deadline for 
sertifications in Coffee 

nty is July 15, accord- 

to Lelon Weeks, Chair- 
tyan of the County Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee. 

In most cases, it will be 
to a producer’s advantage 
to certify his program ac- 
res as early as possible, 
he said. However, he 
emphasized that early cer- 
tification 1s optional, and 
that a producer may cer- 
tify at any time through 
July 15, 

A producer must com- 
plete his certification be- 
fore he can receive any set- 
aside payment, 

To certify a producer 
signs a statement at the 
County ASCS Office show- 


‘ings the acreages devoted to 


various crops under the 
1971 farm programs, At 
the same time, he desig- 
nates the amount and loca- 
tion of his set-aside acres, 

“The Coffee County 
ASCS Office is ready to 
give farmers all possible 
help in correctly certify- 
ing their acres,’’ Chairman 
Weeks said. ‘“‘County Ex-

Press Is Critical Of 


Recent Ad Tax Measure 


Keen disappointment and 
deep concern over the ad 
tax measure introduced 
into the State House of Re- 
presentatives have been 
expressed by the President 
of the Alabama Press 
Association, 

Robert Bryan, Publisher 
of The Cullman Times and 
Athens News Courier, said 
his organization would have 
“‘hoped that our legislators 
would have benefited from 
the experience of legisla- 
tive bodies in other states” 
and would have recognized 
that such measures as this 
are ‘“‘discriminatory and 
practically impossible to 
administer.”’ 

Bryan was talking about 
House Bill 480, introduced 
Thursday (June 3) by Ala~ 
bama’s only female legis- 
lator, Mrs, Retha Deal Wy- 
not of Etowah County. 

Mrs, Wynot’s bill would 
impose the state’s four 
percent sales tax on gross 
revenue derived from “‘all 
forms of advertising.’’ 

The bill was signed by 
23 other members of the 
House, including Douglas 
Easters of Coffee County, 

Bryan said the news- 
paper of the state would 
oppose the measure “‘even 
though they recognize the 
financial straits education 
finds itself in today.’’ 

Revenue derived from 
the proposed tax would go 
primarily for the Special 
Education Trust Fund, 

One of the reasons the 
press will oppose the mea- 
sure, Bryan said, is that 
it provides for ‘‘double ta- 
xation’’ of the consumer. 

“Merchants usually can- 
not and will not absorb the 
increased cost of a tax on 
the means by which they 
advertise their products,”’ 
Bryan said. “They will 
almost invariably pass the 
cost on to customers by in- 
creasing prices,.”’ 

When this happens, 
Bryan noted, the customer 
pays twice. He pays for 
the advertising tax and he 
pays for the sales tax on 
the merchandise, 

The newspaper executive 
pointed out that the double 
taxation aspect of the pro- 
posed legislation is espe- 
cially important tothe con- 
sumer when it is applied in 
the food field where adver- 
tising is so heavily used by 
grocers and where low-—in- 


come customers would be 
heavily hurt, 

Regarding support for 
education, Bryan said that 
newspapers will continue 
their strong efforts to gain 
for the state’s program ‘‘a 
position of leadership in the 
entire nation,” 

“A tax on advertising,” 
he said, ‘‘will not achieve 
that goal, 

“In fact,’’ he concluded, 
“its application could have 
adverse effects far more 
meaningful than any good it 
could accomplish,’ 


Economic Growth 
Is Predicted in’70s 


The nation’s economy will 


grow about 4.3 per cent per 
year during the remainder of 
the 1970's, according to Dr. 
Harold C. Passer, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce for 
Economic Affairs. 

This would exceed the real 
growth rate since 1947 (4 per 
cent) and be considerably 
higher than the 3 per cent per 
year during the past 40 years, 
he indicated, 

To achieve this pattern of 
economic growth, said Dr. 
Passer, the nation must fol- 
low a “moderate but steady 
and evenhanded” monetary 
policy, with a strong measure 
of fiscal responsibility. 


Elba Hospital Keeps 
Cost Below Average 


According to advance 
statistics compiled by the 
American Hospital Asso- 
ciation, the average cost 
per patient day in Alabama 
hospitals last year was 
$60.64, as compared to the 
national average cost of 
$81.01, 

The Elba General Hos- 
pital reported a $51.00 ay- 
erage cost per patient day 
last year, according to Ad- 
ministrator Lowell Benton, 
He says Elba General is 
averaging about 8,000 pa- 
tient days each year, (this 
means 8,000 people in the 
hospital one day each; or 
4,000 in the hospital 2 days 
each; or 2,000 in the hos- 
pital for 4 days each,) 

He said Alabama’s fa- 
vorable cost statistics are 
greatly due to the efforts 
of hospital administrators 
to initiate cost containment 
practices, 

“One of the most diffi- 
cult problems a hospital 
administrator faces istry- 
ing to keep patient costs 
down, when wages, equip- 
ment and supplies are sky- 
rocketing,”’ he said, ‘‘Ala- 
bama’s hospitals have 
shown great leadership in 
coming up with means of 
controlling costs and shar- 
ing these procedures with 
one another,” 

Thrash said a hospital’s 
payroll is its greatest ex- 
pense, In 1970, Alabama 
hospitals reported that an 
average of 54,4 percent of 
total operating costs went 
for salaries, In general, 
it takes three hospital em- 
ployees for each patient, 


Thrash said. 

In round figures, it cost 
$258,818,000 to operate the 
121 hospitals reported in the 
Alabama statistics. Of 
this, $140,877,000 went for 
payrolls, 

The number of full-time 
personnel employed by the 
reporting Alabama hospi- 
tals increased from 29,632 
in 1969 to 30,169 in 1970, 

Elba General has 105 full 
time employees and nor- 
mally 10 part time employ- 
ees.
